Scope  of  Audit

tees of  Trust  Funds  and  the  Water  Department. 

Financial  Statements 
Comparative  Balance  Sheets— Dec.  31,    1948-Dec.    31,    1949: 
(Exhibit  A) 

Comparative   Balance   Sheets  as  of  December    31,    1948 
and  December  31,  1949,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A.     As  in- 
dicated therein  the  Net  Debt  decreased  by  $3,515.45  during 
the  year  1949. 
Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition:     (Exhibit  B) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the 
Town  during  the  year  is  made  in  Exhibit  B,  with  the  factors 
which  caused  the  change  indicated  therein. 
Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expenditures 
— Estimated  and  Actual  Revenues:    (Exhibits  C  &  D) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expend- 
itures, estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ed December  31,  1949,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  C  and  D.  As 
indicated  by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit  D),  a  net  revenue 
surplus  of  $1,548.06,  plus  a  net  unexpended  balance  of  ap- 
propriations of  $1,431.67,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of 
$2,979.73. 
Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:     (Exhibit  E) 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31,  1949,  made  up  in  accordance  with 
the  uniform  classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in  Exhibit 
E.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance,  as  of  December  31, 
1949,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  F. 
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Audit  Procedure 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged 
with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds 
were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks 
were  compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well 
as  entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by 
source  insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures verified.  Book  balances  were  verified  by  com- 
parison with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  statements 
obtained  from  depositary  banks. 

General  Comments 
Revised  Balance  Sheet — December  31,  1948:     (Exhibit  A) 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  town  balance  sheet  of  Decem- 
ber 31,  1948,  has  been  revised  so  that  the  Net  Debt  as  of 
that  date  is  shown  as  $7,225.80,  rather  than  $3,285.29  as 
originally  reported.  The  increase  in  Net  Debt,  amounting  to 
$3,940.51  occasioned  by  this  revision,  resulted  from  the  fol- 
lowing changes:
